For  these 
reasons  the  cry  of  “free  whiskey”  by 
the  Democrats'  seems  like  the  cry 
of  “stop  theif”  designed  to  divert  at¬ 
tention  from  its  own  dishonest  pur¬ 
poses. 

In  another  part  of  his  letter  of  ac¬ 
ceptance,  Mr.  Clevelaad  says :  “They 
(the  Republicans)  propose  in  their 
platform  to  thus  support  the  interests 
of  our  country  by  removing  the  inter¬ 
nal  tax  from  tobacco  ami  from  spirits 
used  m  the  arts  aud  for  mechanical 
pnrposes.”  And  again,  “We  (the, 
Democratic  party)  propose,  therefore, 
to  stimulate  our  domestic  industrial 
enterprises  by  freeing  from  duty  the 
imported  raw  materials,  which  by  the 
employment  of  labor  are  used  in  our 
home  manufactures  ;  thus  extending 
the  markets  for  their  sale  aud  1  a- r net¬ 
ting  an  increased  and  steady  produc¬ 
tion  with  the  allowance  of  abundant 
profits. "  Just  so;  free  raw  materials  w  ill 
make  the  productions  of  onr  factories 
cheaper  than  Indore.  But  are  not 
spirits  used  in  the  ai  ts  and.  for  me¬ 
chanical  purposes”  raw  materiais  f 
Aud  is  it  not  worth  while  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  medicines  to  the  working 
jtsEple,  especially  as  there  is  no  neces¬ 
sity  for  tbe  protection  of  workingmen 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  spirts  f 

But  the  Republican  party  does  not 
projFose  “free  whiskey.”  Benjamin 
Harrison  in  his  letter  of  acceptance, 
says  :  W e  are  not  likely  to  be  called 
upou.  I  think,  to  make  a  present 
choice  between  the  the  surrender  oh 
our  protective  system,  and  the  entire 
repeal  of  the  ^internal  revenue  sys¬ 
tem.”  The  Republican  party  recog 
nizes  no  great  danger  to  the  country 
from  the  present  surplus.  Its  exist¬ 
ence  is  due  entirely  to  the  deliberate 
purpose  ot  the  present  Administra¬ 
tion.  With  a  debt  outstanding  of 
more  than  one  thousand  millions  of 
dollars,  the  surplus  can  at  any  time  be 
dissipated  by  the  purchase  of  bonds. 
While  Democrats  desire  only  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  duties  upon  imports  in  the 
direction  of  free  trade,  the  Republi- 
cans  demand  a  general  scaling  down 
of  both  custom  duties  and  internal 
revenue  taxes,  so  arranged  as  most 
effectually  to  protect  home  industries. 


recognize  the  temperance^  element  of 
that  party.  This  object,  us  recent  leg. 
islation  in  many  Republican  States 
will  show,  has  been  attained.  That  I 
did  some  effective  work  for  the  Pro¬ 
hibition  party  not  one  of  their  leaders 
can  deny,  but  now  the  avowed  object 
of  the  Prohibition  party  is  to  destroy 
the  Republican  party,  an  object  with 
which  1  cannot  sympathize.

And 
again,  when  a  Republican  Legislature 
in  the  same  State  had  enacted  a  strong 
temperance  measure  (the  High  Li 
cense  law)  the  revolting  sight  was  pre¬ 
sented — a  sight  at  which  angels  might 
weep —  of  the  apostles  of  prohibition 
workiug  hand  in  hand  w  ith  members 
of  the  Liquor  Dealers,  Association  to 
induce  the  Executive  to  veto  the  bill. 
In  the  State  of  New  Jersey  the  High 
License  Lx'al  Option  fliw  would 
never  have  been  passed  could  iLc  Pro¬ 
hibition  leaders  have  prevented  it.  I 
might  enumerate  other  like  instances, 
but  it  would  be  unnecessary,  for  it  is 
well  known  that  these  same  Prohibi¬ 
tion  leaders  have  consistently  opposed 
all  temperance  legislation  in  all  parts 
of  the  country'. 

I  further  im}>eaeh  these  same  party 
leaders  for  insincerity  <on  the  ground 
of  their  animosity  to  the  Republican 
party,  while  they  give  aid  and  comfort 
to  the  Democratic  party— a  party 
which  is  recognized  as  the  champion, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  ever  pialnt 
and  servile  tool  of  the  rum  pdwer.  1 
therefore  refuse  to  place  confidence  in 
the  sincerity  of  the  political  Probibi  j 
tion  party,  for  the  same  reason  that  1 1 
would  refuse  to  place  confidence  in  the 
pious  profession  of  a  minister  of  the 
gospel  who  would  essay  to  promote 
the  success  of  his  church  by  entering 
into  close  league  witn  the  prince  of 
the  powers  of  the  air.

“TELL  THE  TRUTH.” 

Fact*  A  boot  Wool  Har*  Related  for  tba 

So  far,  the  main  effort  of  Mr.  Brice'* 
“campaign  of  intellect”  seems  to  have  been 
directed  toward  the  work  of  confusing  and 
deceiving  the  reader*  of  Democrat!'-  papers 
on  the  all  important  tariff  question. 

A  great  many  intelligent  persons  who  fan¬ 
cied  they  were  being  honestly  dealt  with  were 
surprised  to  find  the  following  editorial  in 
The  New  York  World: 

“All  the  wool  used  in  this  country  is  grown 
here.  The  quantity  imported  is  insignificant 
and  growing  smaller  yearly.  But  we  only 
grow  about  one-third  the  wool  we  can  use, 
and  only  about  one- third  the  amount  required 
by  l.tfiio  wool  n  mill*,  employing  86.MW 
hands.  The  result  is  that  we  have  to  import 
foreign  manufactured  woolen  go«»U,  in 
which  there  is  more  foreign  raw  wool 
than  we  now  make.” 

Many  who  have  read  this  editorial  write  to 
the  editor  of  The  Tribune  to  ask  if  the  re¬ 
markable  statements  made  by  the  <>rld 
writer  were  true,  and  this  is  the  answer  they 
received:  There  is  not  a  single  statement  in 
this  quotation  which  is  notan  error.  The 
World  and  other  Democratic  journals  some¬ 
times  wonder,  or  profess  to  wonder,  why  The 
Tribune  d<ies  not  devote  itself  to  combating 
their  ignorant  misstatements  at*  >ut  the  tariff. 
The  reason  is  obvious;  we  cannot  often  spar* 
the  time  and  space  to  correct  statements  so 
palpably  untrue  (lint  their  untruth  is  *.-u  by 
all  readers  intelligent  enough  to  understand 
a  newsier.  The  brief  extract  from  The 
World  h)  en.  hand  every  item  is  proved  false 
by  official  documents  as  follows; 

1.  -All  the  wool  Used  in  this  country  is 
grown  here!’’  The  treasury  rep<  >rt  <  -f  uiq*  'its 
and  exports  for  the  year  ending  l''**.  treasury 
document  1,13U,  page  61,  states  that  the  im¬ 
ports  of  raw  wool  for  the  year  just  ended 
were  113,068,753  pounds, 

2.  “The  quantity  imported  is  insignificant.” 

The  sjiecial  report  of  the  bureau  of  statistics 
on  wool,  |*g -  16,  and  the  reports  of  the  agri¬ 
cultural  bureau  monthly  for  1**8,  show  tliat 
the  production  "f  wool  was  mo.uuo 
pounds  during  the  last  year.  MHXKJ 

pounds  in  1*86,  and  larger  in  l***  and  l''v4. 
m  that  the  imports  of  raw  wool  were  30  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  consumption  this  year .  and 
nearlv  :«)  per  cent,  in  1886. 

3.  “Growing  smaller,  yearly.”  The  wool 
report  just  quoted,  page  16,  shows  that  the 
proportion  of  imports,  which  is  30  per  rent, 
this  year,  was  20.1  per  cent,  in  1*86,  2fi.l*  per 
cent,  in  I8S0,  and  18.7  in  1884,  so  that  it  is 
growing  larger  rapidly,  and  it  has  not  beeq 
as  large  as  it  is  now  in  any  other  year  since 
1872. 

4  “We  only  grow  one-third  the  wool  we 
can  use  "  Official  documents  already  cited 
prove  that  we  grow  nearly  two-thirils,  and 
before  the  reduction  of  duties  in  18*3  did 
grow  about  four-fifths. 

5.  “Only  l.OWO  woolen  mills"  suppresses  all 
worsted  mills,  wool  hat  nulls,  hosiery,  knit 
goods,  carpet,  felt  goods,  and  mixed  textile 
establishments.  Even  then  the  statement  is 
true  only  as  to  the  number  eight  years  ago. 

61  “We  have  hi  import  foreign  manufact¬ 
ured  woolen  goods  in  which  there  is  more 
foreign  raw  wool  than  we  now  make.  ’  The 
official  report  of  the  treasury  department  on 
commerce  and  navigation  for  1*86.  pages  688.
